SecTioN 1. Chapter 113, of the revised statutes
of the state of Wisconsin, is hereby am2nded by
adding to section 2438, the following: Provided,
that if such reporter does not,in any year, receive
the sum of two thousaund dollars from the coun-
ties, at a per diem of ten dollars per day, the de-
ficiency shall be paid out of the state treasury,
and a warrant shall be issued therefor to such re-
porter on his filing with the secretary of state a
certificate, signed by the circuit judge, showing
the amount of such deficiency.
